000. 


While leaving to the general educa- 


tion board the task of selecting 
the 


colleges which shall receive awards for 
their teaching staffs and the amount 
each is to receive. Mr. Rockefeller urg- 
ed that, the principal as well as the 
income be used "as promptly and as 
largely as may seem wise." 


It is known that for a Icrag time Mr. 


Rockefeller has been interested in the 
problem of aiding teachers 
in 
the 


country's higher institutions of learn- 
ing in meeting the increasing' cost of 
living. 
Among GOO colleges in

United States campaigns are under 
way to raise approximately $150,000,- 
000 for this purpose, and while in mak- 
ing his gifts IUr.
